The nrltlsh have captured Leverg- 
les— Ave miles north and slightly east 
of St. Quentin. 

"English and Canadian troops, clos- 
ing In on Cambral yesterday, captured 
Provllle— a mile southwest of the city 
—and Tllloy — a mile north of the city 
— despite strong hostile resistance," 
the statement said. 

"Cambral has been set afire by the 
enemy. 

"This TnornliiR flgbling recom- 
menced north of St. Quentin and in 
the Cambral sector. 

".N'orth of St. Quentin the attack 
contlnuer yesterday afternoon. We 
captured Leverglcs after sharp flght- 
Ing In the neighborhood of the village. 

"To the north we fade progress to- 
ward Jonoourt — two miles north of 
I.«vergle8 — and gained VenhulUe — a 
mile west of Le Catelet."
